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REMARKS 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for examining the application, and for 
indicating that claims 2-10, 12-20, and 23-25 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. Applicants have canceled claims 2 and 12, and have amended claims 1, 
1 1 , and 21 , as discussed below, to expedite prosecution on the merits. Claims 1 , 
3-11,1 3-21 , and 23-25 are now pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. S 103(a) 

The Examiner rejected claims 1,11, and 21 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as 
being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,832,298 to Sanchez et al. in view of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,664,988 to Rollins. 

Applicant has canceled former dependent claim 2. Applicant has also 
amended independent claim 1 such that Applicant's amended independent claim 
1 now includes all of the limitations formerly present in Applicant's former 
dependent claim 2. As the Examiner has indicated that Applicant's dependent 
claim 2 would be allowable if re-written in independent form while including all the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims, and as Applicant has 
done this, Applicant's amended independent claim 1 is thus allowable over 
Sanchez et al. and Rollins, either alone or in combination. 

Applicant has similarly canceled Applicant's former dependent claim 12, 
and amended the limitations formerly present in Applicant's dependent claim 12 
into Applicant's independent claim 1 1 . Applicant has also amended Applicant's 
independent claim 21 to include similar limitations. Thus, for at least the reasons 
given above with regards to Applicant's allowable amended independent claim 1 , 
Applicant's amended independent claims 11 and 21 are themselves allowable 
over Sanchez et al. and Rollins, either alone or in combination. 

Applicant's dependent claims 3-10, 23, 13-20, 24, and 25 depend from, 
respectively, Applicant's allowable amended independent claims 1,11, and 21 . 
Thus, for at least the reasons given above with regards to Applicant's allowable 
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amended independent claims 1,11, and 21 , Applicant's dependent claims 3-1 0, 
23, 13-20, 24, and 25 are themselves allowable over Sanchez et al. and Rollins, 
either alone or in combination. 

CONCLUSION 

Applicant believes this Amendment and Response to be fully responsive 
to the present Office Action. Thus, based on the foregoing Remarks, Applicant 
respectfully submits that this application is in condition for allowance. 
Accordingly, Applicant requests allowance of the application.
